Chicago. Ju n e S.— Twenty-four dele. 
gates 
from Alabama and 
Arkansas 
were added to the Taft column by the 
action of the Republican national com­ 
mittee upon the so called Roosevelt 
contests from those states. 
A ll of the 
contests presented before the commit­ 
tee were decided In T aft’s favor and 
In all but two the decision of the com­ 
mittee was unanimous, although one 
roll call test apparently had shown 
fifteen anti-Taft votes. 
The cases decided were those of the 
six delegates at large and the two 
each 
in

First, Second, 
Fifth, 
Sixth 
and 
Ninth 
congressional 
dis­ 
tricts in Alabama and the four dele­ 
gates at large and the two each in the 
F irst and Second districts of Arkan­ 
sas. 
The two Taft delegates from the 
First Arkansas district were seated by 
vote of 49 to 2 (Kellogg of Minnesota 
and Thorson of South Dakota) in the 
negative. 
There remains to be heard of the 
Arkansas contests those in the Third, 
Fourth, Fifth and Seventh districts. 


Arizona Contests Go Over. 


The contest over the six delegates 
at large from Arizona was postponed 
until a later day on motion of Commit­ 
teeman Penrose of Pennsylvania. 
In view of the bitter feeling between 
the Taft and Roosevelt adherents the 
meeting was surprisingly peaceful, al­ 
though It open d with a contest which 
seemed to r 
^nst a degree of fric­ 
tion. which, . v..ever, failed to mate­ 
rialize. 
This contest arose over a renewal 
by Senator Borah of Idaho of his mo­ 
tion which would permit only eight 
members of the committee to demand 
a roll call instead of twenty, as pro­ 
vided by the existing rules. 
Dennis T. Flynn of Oklahoma, hold­ 
ing at the time the proxy of Commit­ 
teeman Flanigan of Nevada, moved to 
lay the Horah motion on the table. 
Mr. Borah 
wanted to debate the 
motion, but Chairm an Rosewater de­ 
clared it undebatable as a proposition 
of parliam entary law. 
The committee proceeded to table 
the Borah motion on the table by a 
viva voce vote and then Mr. Borah 
was permitted to continue, which he 
did as follows: 


Borah Alleges Steam Roller. 


“ Mr. Chairman, we will not make 
any progress here. 
Now I know that 
you have a steam roller.

Penrose, Crane and others of the Taft 
faction repeatedly joined Borah and 
his colleagues in the minority in ask­ 
ing for a call and they always got it. 
The test vote came in the case of 
the Ninth Alabam a district, in which 
the Taft delegates were seated by a 
vote of 38 to 15.

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MAKING A B A S E B A L L 


T h * Winding Proce** I* Done In Secret 
In a Locked Room. 
In the center of the standard base­ 
ball, as used by the professional play­ 
ers, there Is a globe of compressed cork 
covered with rubber 
This globe Is 
about an Inch In diam eter and around 
It are wound a few layers of coarse 
twiue. 
It is then sent to the winding 
room, where machines first wind on 
thick four ply blue yarn. 
At frequent 
Intervals the ball Is soaked In a ce 
ment solution and put aside to dry. 
Many different workers have to do 
w ith the winding of the ball. 
Each 
w o rk m a n tests it for size and weight 
!*efore he passes it along. 
The mn 
chines Insure tight and even winding 
an d there are different machines for 
different sizes of yarn. These machines 
are operated in secret in a locked room 
When the ball has been wound to the 
proj>er size with blue and white yarn 
an d has been dipi*d in the solution. It 
is wound finally with smaller yarn. 
T h u s the firm. rough center is overlaid 
with finer and finer material until nt 
last it i* smooth and t»erfect. ready for 
the cover. 
T he best horsehide obtainable Is used 
for covers. The pieces are cut by hand 
and dampened and stretched 
The ball 
is put Into clamps and the cover sewed 
on with cotton thread, which has a 
greater frictional strength than linen 
or silk 
Each ball Is Rewed by hand 
and then put into a machine that irons 
d ow n the seams The polishing Is done 
by still another machine. Then, after 
being stamped and wrapped, the ball Is 
ready tor market. 
A ball weighs five ounces and Is nine 
Inches in circumference. In the course 
of m anufactu re It Is weighed and meas 
u rn ! five times.—H arpe r’s Weekly.
